H E Subje& of this Differtation is very Curi- 

‘ ous; and I have often wifh'd that fome Learn- 

ed Man would write upon it. ’Tis a furprizing 

thing , thac many Ancient Hereticks fhould have taughe 
fuch Abfurd and Monftrous Dof€trines, as are to be found 
in the Writings of the Fathers. The belt # Reafon we 
can give for it, is doubtlefs that which the Right Reve- 
souk Prelate alledges in the Beginning of this Work. 
The Chriftian Doétrine ( fays he ) was not deliver’d at 
firft co all Heathens in its Native Purity and Simplicity : 
It was corrupted by fome Men, for fome private Ends, 
and adapted to the Superftitions of the Gentiles. Thus 
we read in the Holy Scripture, that the New Inhabitants 
of Samaria corrupted the Doétrine of Mofes. ’Tis well 





% Ic might be faid alfo, that the Fathers have fome- 
times milreprefented the Doftrine of the Ancient Here- 
ticks, for want of being well informed of their Opinions; 
as in our Days, feveral Authors have given a wrong Ac- 
count of the Principles of chofe, whom they look'd upon 
as Hereticks. 


known, that a Perfien was the Author of Manicheifm. 
The Herely of Marcion proceeded from.an Opinion, 
which generally prevailed among the E£afern Nations, 
that there were Two Eternal Principles, one of Good, 
and the other of Evil ; and chat all the Confufion obfer- 
vable in this World , was occafion'd by their perpetual 
ftruggling. According to this Do&trine, Marcion acknow- 
ledged Two Gods, Authors of the Old and New Tefta. 
ment. He believed that the former , being an III Prin- 
ciple, gave Laws tothe Jews ; a Nation which was al- 
ways hated, efpecially in. the Time of that Heretick. 
But the latter, faid he, being a Good Principle, and de- 
figning to overthrow the Empire of his Rival , fent Fefus 
Chrift into the World, who gave better Laws to Mankind, 
and brought them into a State of Happinefs. 


After thefe Obfervations, the Learned Author proceeds 
to the Do&trine of Valentinus. He believes that tho’ 
it appears to us monftrous and extravagant, the Egyptyans 
had a different Notion of it. That Heretick is {aid to 
have been a Native of Egypt, and ‘tis not improbable 
that he adapted the Chriftian Religion to the Opinions of 
his Countrymen. This is the Author's ConjeQure , 
pr he endeavours to prove in the Sequel of this Dif- 
courfe. 


In the firft place, he gives a very exaft Account of thir 
Doéttine of Valentinws , and does it with great Clearnefs. 
To render it the more inge)ligible, he has added a Genea- 
logical Table of all the 4ones, &c. mention’d,by that 

eretick and his Followers. Afterwards His Lordthip 
enquires into the Origin of the Halentinian age » and 
compares it with the <prsige Theology. His Obferva- 
tions upon each Couple of ones, are attended with 
great Learning, and difcaver a peculiar Talent of Diving 
into the moft abftrufe Parts of Aas quity. I thould be 

lad to give a particular Account of thofe Remarks; but 
chs Learned Prelate is fo Concife, and has been fo Careful 
to Jay afide whatever might appear needilefs and foreign 
to his Purpofe, that I could hardly do ic, without Tran- 
fcribing tlie greateft Pare of his Book, What I have f{eid, 
is fufficient co raife the Curiofiry of rhofe, who love 
Learned Enquiries. An Author ., who is able to write 
fuch a Work, might enrich the Commonwealth of Learn- 
ing with feveral other Pieces no Iefs Valuable than

‘HE Author’s Merit, and his Great Labours, are fo 
well known by fome other Performances of the 
like nature, that it were need]efs to enlarge upon it. 
Mr. Serype has wholl confecrared his Pen to the Publick 
Good. © The Church of England is very much indebted 
to him for his Excellent Collections: They will be of 
t Ufe; and they are the more Valuable, becaufe he 
extraéted chem from Original Pieces and Authentick 
Records. ; 

When the Author undertook to write the Life of Arch- 
bifhop Parker, he defign’d , according as Matters fhould 
occur to’ him, to give an Account of the Reformation of 
the Church of England , which was carried on, under 

een Elizabeth, 4 the Influence, Wifdom and Condu& 
of that IMuftrious Prelate. He was the Firft who fill’d 
the See of Canterbury under the Reign of that Great Prin- 
cefs ; being look’d upon as a Man eminently qualified in 
all Refpeéts for that High Station. He had been Chaplain 
to Queen Anne Bolen, King Henry VIII. and K. Edward VI. 
That Great Man was very much concern’d in the T ran{- 
ations of his Time ; and therefore his Life muft needs 
contain many Remarkable Things. I fhall take notice of 
fome Curious Paflages mention’d in this Work. 


1, When Ker, and his Followers, rofé up in 
Arms in the City of Norwich, and the adjacent 
' Parts, Dr. Parker refolved to go to their Camp, 
and exhort them to pay a Due Obedience to the King, 
He found them at Prayers about the Oak of Reformation : 
So they call’d the Tree , under which Ket and his Parey 
exercis'd Juftice. Thomas Conyers, Vicar of St. Martin's in 
Norwich, whom they had made their Chaplain, was faying 
the Litany among them. Dr. Parker judging this a very 
fair Opportunity, afcended the’Oak, and preach’d a Ser- 
mon to them, about Prudence, Sobriety, and Moderati- 
on. The whole Camp heard the Doftor with great Ac- 
tention ; but at Jaft one of the moft profligate Rebels in- 
terrupted him, and fpoke in the following manner. How 
long fhall we bear this bireling Teacher, who being hired by the 
Gentlemen, is come hither with w Tongue, that iz fold for Money, 
and tied up for a Reward? But fer all his prating, let us bridle 
their intolerable Power, and bring them under our Law, 
Upon this (fays Mr. Strype ) & Tumule was made, and 
‘** the Preacher was threatened. One was for bringing 
‘« him down, as he faid, with Arrows and Javelines And 
‘* prefently there was heard a clattering of weapons under 
“ him; fo that he look’d for prefent death. Yet thofe 
** that were next him under the tree, were quiet, and none 
* of them made the leaft ftir or murmur againft him, burt 
** rather defended him. But in this junGure Conyers with 
** fome others, on purpofe to divert the mifchief, fell to 
“ finging the Te Deum ; whereat the rabble was compofed 
** into fome quiet: Which gave opportunity to the 
‘* Preacher to convey himfelf away.

2. Inthe Year 1559. when the Earl of Sufix 
Lieutenant of Ireland, arrived at Dublin, the Litan, 
fung in Englifh at Chrif's-Church. Some Popith

_cifix. The People did not perceive it at fir : Bur fome 
who had a Hand in the Cheat, cried out, and faid, Thar 
our Saviour fweated Blood. Whereupon feveral of the 
common People fell down upon their Knees with their 
Beads in theirlands,and prayed to theCrucifix. VattNum 

bers flock’d toahe Sight = And on®, who was the chieg 
Contriver , ~ the Pedple , that Fels could no; chufe 
but [weat Blood, whilft Here{y was then come into the Church 

The Confufion was fo great, that the Aflembly broke up. 
The Earl of Sufex, and the Members. of the Privy Coun. 
cil retired in hatte, being afraid of fome Diforder. 

The Archbifhop of Dublin fufpe&ting the Trick,caufed 
a Form to be brought from the Quire , and bad the Sex. 
ton of the Church to ftand upon it, to fearch and wath 
the Crucifix, and fee whether it would bleed again. The 
Cheat was found out : There was a Spunge upon theCry. 
cifix. One Leigh, formerly a Monk of the Cathedral, 
had foak’d ic in a Bowl of Blood, and very early 
in the Morning placed it upon the Head of the Crucifix 
within the Crown of Thorns. The Spunge was prefent- 
ly brought down, and fhewed to the People. 

The next Sunday the Archbifhop preach’d before the 
Lord Lieutenant and the Council upon thefe Words, = 
Theff. II. 14. God fhall fend them ftrong Delufions , that they 
Jbould believe aLie. That Prelate exclaim’d againft thoje 
Impoftors , who were placed upon a Table before the 
Pulpit, with their Hands and Legs tied , and the Crime 
written on their Breafts. They appeared at Church in 
the fame Pofture Three Sundays one after another, and 
were imprifon’d for fome time , and then banith’d from 
ireland. The Archbifhop of Duélixn cauféd the -Cricifix 
to be taken down, and fent an Account. of che»whole 
Matter to Archbifhop Parker, who was very well pleafed 
with it, becaufe the Clergy were debating at that very 
time, whether, or no , Images fhould ftand in the 
Churches. 

Queen Elizabeth had ftill in her own Clofet a Crucifix 
and lighted Tapers at Divine Service. The Archbifhop 
reprefented to her Majefty, that fhe fhould no longer keep 
thofe Objeéts of Superftition and Idolatry. ‘‘ Bucy fays 
** Mr. Strype) tho’ Parker did thus difcharge his Duty, the, 
“* Tdoubt, continued thefe Furnitures of her Oratory. 
‘* Which gave fuch an Offence to another of her Bifhops, 
that hé could very hardly be induced to minifter there 
before her ; as may be read more largely in the Hiftory 
of the Reformation of that Queen. (Chap, 13.)

3. The next Year (1560) the Archbifhop received a 
Letter from Calvin, wherein, among other Things, “ he 
‘* intreated him to prevail with her Majefty to. {ummen 
‘* a general Affembly of all the Proteftanc Clergy, where» 
** foever difperfed ; and thar a Set Form and Method fi-«. 
“ of Publick Service and Government of the Church] 
** might be eftablifh’d, not only within her Dominions, 
“but alfo among all the Reformed and Evangelick 
** Churches Abroad. 

The Archbifhop acquainted the Queen’s Council .with 
it.’ They took'the Matter into Confideration, and defired 
his Grace to thank Calvin, and to Jet him know that they 
liked his Propofals ; but, as to the Government.of the 
Church, to fignify to him, that the Church of England 
would retain Epifcopacy, “ not as from Pope Gregory; 
“ who fent over Auguftin the Monk hither , but from Je- 
“ fepb of Arimathea, as appeared by Gildas, &c. 

Whereupon .Mr. Serype obfetves, that Calvix was no’ 
Enemy to Epiftopacy. In his Book, De Nece{itate #5’ 
form. figelef. he exprefles himfelf thus. alae ‘vebas 
Hierarchiam exbibeant, 8c. Let them give us {uch tn Hite” 
rarchy, in which Bifbops may be fo above the reft 5 as they ree 
Sule uot to be under Chrift, and depend upon him, as their only 
Head - 
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feud; that they maintain a brotherly Seriery , &e. If there 

he any, that do not tebave themfela with af Reverence and 

Obedience towards thi , there un mathema , but I confe/; 
them worthy of st. In the Yeat 1549. Calvin, Bulinger, 
and other Learned Reformers, writ a Lerrer to King £4- 
ward VI. wherein they offer'd to thake him their De- 
fender, and to have Bifhops in their Charches, to preferve 
a greater Unity and Concord among them, as may be {een 
in Archibithop Cranmer’s Memorials, B. II. Ch. 15. 


‘Here follows’a very Curious Paffage of Archbifhop é- 
ber, relating to the fame Subje%: It was found among 
the Manufcripts of Archbifhop Ujber. “ Perufing fome 
*© Papers ‘of our Predectffor Matthew Parker, we find that 
“ ohm Calvin, and others of the Proreftant Churches of 
“ Germany and elfewhere , would have had Epifcopacy, 
“ if permitted > But could not upon feveral Accounts, 
« partly fearing the other Princes of the Roman Catho- 
“ lick Paith, would have joined with the Emperor and 
« the reft of the Popifh Bifhops, to have depreffed the 
“ fame ; partly being newly Reformed, and not {ettled, 
“‘ they had not fufficient Wealth to fupport Epifcopacy, 
“ by Reafon of their daily Perfecutions. Another , and 
“ amain Caufe was, they would not have any Popith 
.“ Hands laid over their Clergy. And whereas Fohn Cal- 
“« win had fent a Letter in King Edward the VIth’s 
“ Reign, to have conferred with the Clergy of England 
“ about fome Things to this Effe&, two Bithops, viz. 
‘“* Gardiner and Bower, intercepted the fame, whereby Mr. 
“ Calvin's Offerture perifhed. And he received an An- 
“‘ fwer, as if it had been from the Reformed Divines of 
“ thofe Times ; wherein they checked him, and flighted 
“‘ his Propofals. From which time ohn Calvin and the 
«© Church of. England were at variance in feveral Points ; 
“* which otherwife through God’s Mercy had been quali- 
“« fied, if thofe Papers of his Propofals had been difco- 
«* vered unto the Queen’s Majefty during John Calvin's 
“ Life. But being not difcovered until, or about the 
“« Sixth Year of her Majefty’s Reign, her Majefty much 
‘¢ Jamented they were not found fooner : Which fhe ex- 
‘* prefled before her Council at the fame time, in the 
“ Prefence of her great Friends, Sir Henry Sidney, and Sir 
‘* Wiliam Cecil. 


4. Inthe fame Year (1560) Martin Bucer and Paul Fa- 
gius , whofe dead Bodies had been dug out of their 
Graves , and burnt in the late Reign, were reftored to 
their Honour by the Univerfity of Cambridge, This 
Queftion being ask’d in a full Aflembly, Placetne Vobs, 
ut gradus C honoris titulus , qui olim Martino Bucero C P. 
Fagio publicis bujus Academia [uffragits adempti erant, eifdem 
in integrum reftituantur, ©” omnes ABus contra cos aut eorum 
dofrinam it coin | Every body agreed to it. The 
publick Orator made an Oration in Honour of thofe Two 
Learned Men : A Sermon was preach’d upon that Occa- 
fion : The Entrances and Walls of the Church were all 
hung with Verfes containing feveral Encomiums upon 
thofe Two Foreigners , whofe Memory had been de- 
famed by the Enemies of the Reformation. 


5. The dead Body of Peter Martyr’s Wife was dug up 
at Oxford Two Years after her Death, in the Reign of 
Queen Mary, and buried in a Dunghil. But in the Year 
1561. the Univerfity caufed the Corps to be taken out of 
the Dunghil, and it was buried again in Chrif-Church, 
with two filk Bags , in which the Bones of St. Fride/wide 
were wrapped up and preferved, Thofe Bones were 
placed upon the Altar of that Church on folemn Days, 
and expofed to the publick View, to be reverenced by the 
{uperititious People. 


6. In 1561. Queen Elizabeth went a Progrefs into E/- 
fem and Suffolk, and was very much furprized to fee to 
many Women and Children in Cathedrals and Colleges. 
Whereupon fhe put out an order at Ip/wich, whereby the 
forbad the Heads or Members of any College or Carthe- 
dral to keep their Wives, or other Women in thofe Pia. 
ces, upon — of forfeiting their Ecclefiaftical Prefer- 
ments. The Queen did not approve that the Clergy 


fhould marry ; and when Secretary Cecy/ fent this Injua- 
&ion to Arbifhop Parker, he knew that Prelate would not 
be well pleafed with ir, fince he was a married Man, and 
very much approved the Marriagé of the Clergy. 1 fhall 
fet down the beginning of the Secretary's Letter to the 
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Archbifhop. “ Yotir Grace hhall undéritand, that I have 
* hail hitherto a troublefome Progre(s,to ftay the Queen's 


y, by Reafon of the undifcreet Behaviour of the 

eaders and Miniftérs in thefe Countries of Safoie aid 
Effix. Surely here be many flender .Minifters , and 
““‘fuch Nakednefs of Religion as it overttroweth my 
‘ Credit. Her Majefty continueth very ill affe&ed to 
* the State of MAcrimong An the Clergy... And if I were 
“not therein very tif, her Majefty would utrerly aitd 
“ openly condemn and forbid it, &:. The Bishops 
were very much offehded at the Queen's Order, if one 
may judge of it by a Letrer of Cex, Bithop of Bly, to tlie 
Archbifhop. That Letter is worth reading. 

About that time the Archbifhop waited upon the 
Queen. That Princefs did very much exclaim againft 
the Marriage of the Clergy, and {poke very angrily about 
it. The Archbifhop writ a Letter to Secretary Cecy/ the 
very next day, wherein he gave him an Account of his 
Converfation with the Queen. “ I was in a Horror 
* (Jays be) to hear fuch Words to come from her mild 
“ Nature , and Chriftianly learned Confcience, as fhe 
“ fpake concerning God's holy Ordinance and Infticution 
“of Matrimony. ... And itis a wonder to me that her 
“ Highnefs is fo incenfed by our adverfaries, that al rhe 
“world fhould underftand her difpleafure againft us. 
“ Whereby our credit be little, our doing God fervice 
** and Her fhal take leaft among her Subjedts, to her own 
‘* difquiet of Governance... . . .. Infomuch that the 
“ queens Highnefs exprefled to me a repentance; that we 
“ were thus appointed in office, withing it had been 
“ otherwife ”. The following words of the Archbithap 
are very remarkable. “ I fhould be fory, that the Clergy 
“ fhould have caufe to fhew difobedience , with Oporter 
“* Deo obedire magis quam hominibws. And what inftillers 
*“ foever there be, there be enough of this contemptible 
“flock, that wil not fhrink to offer cheir blood for the 
‘* defence of Chrift’s verity , if it be openly impugned, 
“ or fecretly fuggilled. 


7. Tho’ Beze was very zealous for a Presbyterian Go. 
vernment , and far from being fo moderate as Calvin in 
that refpect ; yet it appears from fome Paflages quoted by 
Mr. Strype, pag. 243. that he advifed the Engi diffenters 
to fubmit to the bifhops, and not to quarrel about Ec- 
clefiaftical garments, , Thofe Paflages deferve to be read. 


8. In 1567. there arofe a great controverfy in the uni- 
verfity of Cambridge about the crue fenfe of Chrift’s defeent 
into Hell ; whether it was a local defcénr, or whether the 
words of the Creed had another meaning. This difpute 
was managed with fo much heat , that it came to the Se- 
cretary, who was the Univerfity’s Chancellor. He con. 
fulted the Archbithop about it, who gave him his thoughts 
to compofe that difference. Mr. Strype obferves, that she 
Senfe of Chrift’s defcent into hell was left in fuch » latitude 
in the Book of Articles, without affigning any particular meat-

ing thereof. 


9. In 1570. the Crucifix, which had been removed out 
of the Queen's chappel, was brought in again. The Arch- 
bilhop was the more concerned for it, becaufe there went 
ry falfe report that it had been done by his advice. 

In the fame year fome Prebendaries of Norwich, and 
others, entred into the Quire of the church, broke down 
the Organs, and committed other outrages ; which occa- 
fion’d a fharp letter of the Queen to the Bifhop of Nor.
